1. In catly December 1950 about 10,000 men of thé 51 Army and the 21 Arny 
Groun, stationed in Hunan, were sent to Korea, Two comanices deserted in 
north Hunan and joined the guerrillas.* 

2, In mid-Decenber a now nilitary conscription was being rigorously enforced 
in Ilan. Zach nao was required to furnish six able=bodicd males between 
the ares of 16 and 4S. The measure could not be onforced in guerrilla~ 
controlled areas covering most, of western and contral Munan. the order 
was resented, and many able-bodicd men f1cd to join the guerrillas.
